“JUICE” COSTING CITY 24% MORE AND RATES WILL INCREASE 


The cost of electric cur- 
rent is going higher. Users 
of Alabama Power Company or 
Covington Electric ‘‘juice’’ 
are already paying the higher 
cost ofelectric current. Users 
of electricity from the Elba 
system will start paying the 
higher prices very soon, pos- 
sibly by January. 

The City of Elba Water 
and Electric Board buys elec- 
tric current from Alabama 
Electric Co-op, which gene- 
rates most, but also in turn 
buys some electricity from 
Aladama Power Company. 

The fine print in power 
contracts calls for a ‘‘fuel ad-

justment factor’’ or additional 
charges for electricity if the 
price of fuel (coal, natural 
gas, etc.) increases. During 
the past 21 months Elba alone 
has paid $56,022.36 in addi- 
tional charges due to this ex- 
tra charge. 

This additional charge HAS 
NOT been passed on to the 
retail user in Elba. It has 
been completely absorbed by 
the Board. However, this ch- 
arge, which in March of 1973 
amounted to $425.09 (or 1.68 
of total charge) has now risen 
to $8,781.53 (or 24.9 8% of to-

Peanut Quota 


Announced 


The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) has an- 
nounced a national marketing 
quota of 1,899,800 tons anda 
national acreage allotment 
of 1,610 ,000 acres for the 1°75 
peanut crop. USDA nas Are 
announced a mail referendum 
will be held December 9-13, 
1974, to determine whether 
marketing quotas will be ap- 
plicable to the 1975, 1976, and 
1977 crops of peanuts. 

Only those producers 
growing peanuts in calendar 
year 1974 will be eligible to 
vote in the December referen- 
dum. Atleasttwo-thirds ofthe 
growers voting must approve 
quotas if they are to be made 
effective. 

Peanut marketing quotas 
have been in effect each year 
since 1949. The last refer- 
endum was held in December 
1971, when 97, 47, of the 
43,641 growers voting favored 
marketing quotas for the 1972, 
1973 and 1974 crops. 

The national peanut ac- 
reage allotment is apportioned 
to states, and the state all- 
otments are apportioned a- 
mong individual peanut-pro- 
ducing farms within each 
State. Alabama’s share ofthe 
national allotment for 1975 is 
216,714 acres, upl7 acres from 
1974, 

Legislation under which 
the Peanut Price Support Pro- 
gram is administered pro- 
vides the Secretary of Agri- 
culture with discretion re- 


garding certain portions of © 


the programs. 

In view of this discre- 
tion, some administrative ch- 
anges are being considered for 
the 1975 program. These ch- 
anges if any will be annou- 
ug ed at a later date.

| Alabame’s U.S. Senator 


Jim Allen Reports 


To The Peo ple 


U.S. TREASURY SHOULD STUDY ALABAMA 
SYSTEM FOR FUNDS IN TIME DEPOSIT ACCOUNTS 


A recent report by the 
Treasury Department has re- 
vealed the startling informa- 
tion that the Federal govern- 
ment is maintaining an aver 
age of $3." billion in inter- 
est-free accounts at commer 
cial banks throughout the cou 
ntry, earning some $428 mi 
llion this year, but the Fed- 
eral government gets none of 
the proceeds 

These accounts, known as 
Tax and Loan Accounts, in- 
clude withholdings by busi- 
nesses and industries of their 
employees’ income taxes and 
social security, railroad re- 
tirement and various other 
taxes 

Almost every bank in the 
country is used by the gov- 
ernment, such as issuance and 
payment of savings bonds, 
procuring and distributing 
Federal tax forms and pur- 
chasing government secu- 
rities 

Alabama banks, and those 
of most other states, hold only 
a small part of the almost 
$4 billion in Federal funds 
As a matter of fact, a study 
made two years ago shows 
that of the Nation's almost 
14,000 commercial banks, the 
50 largest banks in the cou- 
ntry hold more than a third of 
all such deposits 


Common sense and good 
business judgement dictate 
that large amounts of govern- 
ment funds be held inreserve, 
but these funds should not be 
allowed to lie idle. Facing a 
problem similar to this, but

on a much smaller scale than 
the Federal government's, the 
Alabama Legislature in 1°67 
passed legislation requiring 
that interest be paid on state 
funds on time deposit in Ala- 
bama banks. While the total 
of these funds varies, the av- 
erage is about $186 million 
In the seven years that this 
law has been in effect, the 
State of Alabama has earneda 
total of $38,503,607 on its 
time deposits in banks. And 
during the one year period 
from October, 1°73, through 
October, 1974, the interest 
paid by banks to the State on 
its temporary time deposits 
was more than ten and a half 
million dollars. Ever since I 
have been in the U.S. Senate 
my motto has been ‘Seeking 
to put more Alabama beliefs 
in the Nation's Capital.’’ So 
this is one beliefthat Alabama 
has that I would like to see 
put in the Nation’s Capital 

I hope that the Treasury 
Department will go forward 
with a study of ways to earn 
as much as possible from in- 
vestment of its funds being 
held in temporary accounts, 
perhaps paying banks for their 
services, just as commercial 
businesses and individuals do. 
Of course it might not be pr- 
actical to require interest on 
small accounts or onaccounts 
that are held in the bank for 
just a very short period. This 
would be a subject of the 
study. If a feasible interest 
payment plan can be worked 
out, it should be, and the so- 
oner the better. 


The Great Panama Canal Surrender 


The U. S. State Depart- 
ment is currently ‘‘negotia- 
ting’’ the biggest give-a-way 
in the history of foreign hand- 
outs. If Secretary Kissinger 
is ‘‘successful’’ the U. S. will 


‘surrender control of the Pa- 


nama Canal to the Republic 
of Panama. This would be 
the ignominious culmination 
of one of the most disgrace- 
ful diplomatic episodes in the 
history of the U. S. and could. 
cause lasting damage to the 
entire free world. 

The U.S. is not a ‘‘guest’’ 
in the Panama Canal Zone as 
some contend We own the 
Canal Zone, locks, stock and 
water. In 1903 we bought the 
Canal Zone and immediately 
paid the full purchase price 
of $10 million, plus $40 mil- 
lion to France for her rights 
and associated facilities and 
$20 million to Panama for 
‘‘sanitary purposes."’ The 
U. S. Canal Zone is just as 
much American territory as 
the Lousiana Purchase of 
1803, the Gadsden Purchase 
of 1853, or the Alaskan Pur- 
chase of 1867. We paid more 
over the years for the Canal 
Zone than all the other pur- 
chases combined. In 1973 the 
figure was $5.7 billion. There 
is no more reason to give it 
away than thereistogiveaway 
Louisiana, Arizona, or Al- 
aska 

Yet, that is exactly what the 
U. S. State Department is at- 
tempting to do under the guise 
of facing up to new ‘‘re- 
alities.’’ What are these new 
realities? Is the Canal no 
longer essential to American 
defense or security? Is Cen- 
tral America stable enough to 
guarantee free and = un- 
restricted use of the Canal? 
Does not the bulk of shipping 
traffic moving from the East 
Coast to the West Coast and 
vice versa, still pass through 
the Canal? Has the USSR 
abandoned its plan to control 
all vital sea lanes, including 
the Suez Canal, the Panama 
Canal and the Straits of Ma- 
lacca? How long would the 
United States be allowed the 
continued use of the Canal and 
to maintain Army, Navy and 
Air Force facilities as a 
first line of defense if it 
were to fall into communist 
hands? Has the U. S. be- 


come subservient to the will 
of the U. N. which says the 
U. S. should conclude a new 
treaty with Panama giving 
the U. S. Canal Zone to Pa- 
nama? Does the U. S. still 
continue to give in to black- 
mail, extortion and violence 
as in past relations with Pa- 
namanian dictators? 

U. S. ownership and sov- 
ereignty over the U.S. Canalv 
Zone are just as vital to usas} 
the protection of the Chesa- 
peake Bay and all other wa- 
tery entrances to the U. S. 
The Canal is an irreplaceable 
element in our military de- 
fense and indespensable life- 
line to our economic security. 
Sovereignity over the U.S. Ca- 
nal Zone is not negotiable. We 
must ignore the political bl- 
ackmail of Panamanian poli- 
ticians and the hypocritical 
howls from the United Na- 
tions. 

Abraham Lincoln once re- 
marked that he could handle 
his enemies; it was his fr- 
iends he worried about. It 
appears that we must protect 
ourselves from our own St- 
ate Department. If the State 
Department succeeds in ne- 
gotiating a treaty to give the 
Canal Zone away, such a tre- 
aty must be ratified by the 
Senate. Hopefully the Senate 
will realize that the Canal 
Zone is American property 
and will vote to keep it that 
way. The Canal Zone is more 
important today to our mili- 
tary and economic security 
than it has ever been in the 
past. We certainly cannot 
trust its operationtoa country 
which has had 13 changes of 
government, five of them vio- 
lent just since the end of 
World War II. Neither canwe 
afford to ask Russia for per- 
mission to use thesPanama Ca- 
nal, which is what would pro- 
bably happen after anunstable

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Savings & Loan Urge 


Tax Break On 
Savings Interest 


People who save should 
be allowed up to $1,000 on 
tax-free’ interest from their 
sAVINES accounts each year, 
according to Jerry Brunson, 
President of First Federal 
Savings & Loan Association 
of the Wiregrass in Enter- 
prise and Troy 

This would finally give 
savers long-delayed equity 
with people who make more 
sophisticated investments,” 
Brunson said 

‘‘More important, it wou- 
ld be the most effective step 
the government could take to 
demonstrate that it really in- 
tends to stop inflation.”’ 

“Savings is the most an- 
ti-inflationary thing people 
can do with their money. A 
tax break for savers would 
make it clear that fighting 
inflation and encouraging the 
formation of new savings cap- 
ital is national policy.” 

Jerry Brunson issued the 
statement as part of a na- 
tionwide anti-inflation cam- 
paign in which the institution 
is participating. The cam- 
paign theme is ‘‘There’s No 
Living With Inflation.” 

Jerry Brunson noted that 
people who buy stock have 
been getting favored tax tr- 
eatment for years. Some 
dividends are tax-exempt, and 
if stocks are held long en- 
ough and sold profitably the 
seller pays a lower capital- 
gains tax instead of regular 
tax rates on the profit. 

Brunson said that with the 
$1,000 tax exemption, for the 
first time small investors wo- 
uld have some of the privi- 
leges granted to people buy- 
ing stocks, bonds and other 
investments of that type. 

He also pointed out that 
inflation distorts the economy 
by drawing money from sav- 
ings accounts and into 
money market instruments and 
such non-productive ‘‘invest- 
ments’’ as gold, silver and 
‘*collector’s items.’’ 

This process of drawing 
money out of savings is cal- 
led ‘‘disintermediation.’’ 

“But a tax break for sa- 
vers will start drawing money 
back into the traditional sys- 
tem of savings deposits in fi- 
nancial institutions, where it 
can do the most effective job 
of fighting inflation,’’ Brun- 
son declared. 

‘‘Money in a savings de- 
posit goes to work immediate- 
ly easing pressurés in the 
money market.’’ 

Jerry Brunson observed 
that the creation of more cap- 
ital is one of the great needs 
of the latter 1970's. 

This new capital will be 
needed not just for housing, 
which is financed principally 
by savings associations, but 
also to increase the nation’s 
productive capacity, to expand 
industrial plants, to make the 
U.S. more self-sufficient in 
energy, to provide more jobs 
and to upgrade the nation’s 
educational facilities. 

“The more of this money 
comes from savings, the less 
inflation we will. have,’’ he 
concluded. 


Aluminum Recycling 


Benefits Two Ways 


Reynolds Metals Co. has re- 
cycled 2.5 billion cans and paid 
the public more than $10 mil- 
lion since it began its program 
of collecting household alumi- 
num scrap, the company re- 
ports. 

In June it increased from 10 
to 15 cents a pound the amount 
paid for scrap. There are rough- 
ly twenty cans in a pound. 

Energy savings is one of the 
primary objectives in recycling, 
according to David P. Reyn- 
olds, executive vice president 
and general manager. ‘Each 
time we recycle aluminum we 
save 95 per cent of the energy 
that would be required to make 
primary aluminum, and alumi- 
num can be recycled over and 
over again,” he said.

Zion Chapel’s dream ofa 
state Class A football title 
turned into a nightmare Sat- 
urday night, when the Rebels 
were defeated by Carrollton, 
33-6, in the championship 
game 

The win gives Carrollton 
the state championship with a 
12-2 record, while the loss 
gives Zion Chapel an ‘‘out- 
standing’’ 12-1 record for the 
season. 

Zion Chapel won the coin 
toss, and after receiving the 
kick, began a march into In- 
dian territory 

On the Reb’s first play, 
Keith Fuller bulled for five- 
yards, followed by a three- 


Neither team could muster 
any offense on their next pos-

Unfortunately, 
the high cost of doing business 
is affecting everyone. I kept 
hearing that for next year 
everything appears to be in 
Shorter supply and higher 

One of the best confer- 
ences that I attended was on 
the fertilizer outlook for 1975 
John Wallace of the Alabama 
Farmers Cooperative, Deca- 
tur, Alabama, gavea report on 
fertilizer expectations be- 
tween now and June of 1975 
Wallace pointed out that the 
total amount of available fer- 
tilizer for this period of time 
appears to be about the same 
as last year There is no 
hew production or sources of 
fertilizer available during this 
time. 

Wallace said, ‘‘Whetheror 
not we get into a shortage 
next spring will depend on sev- 
eral factors. Prospective cot- 
ton prices will affect the avail- 
ability of fertilizer... For ex- 
ample, if it appears that the 
price received by the farmer 
is going to be low next year, 
many farmers might shift to 
soybeans requiring less nitro- 
gen and perhaps less mixed 
fertilizers.”’ 

Wallace continued, ‘‘Cat- 
tle prices will affect fertilizer 
usages. A lot of cattle pro- 
ducers figure they cannot fer- 
tilize with the present low 
prices of beef cattle. All of 
these factors will affect the 
amount of fertilizer used.’’ 

I talked with quite a few 
farmers and more and more 
of them are singing the praises 
of soybeans. Consequently, 
there might be a shift from 
cotton to soybeans and in a lot 
of cases from corn to soy- 
beans. Many farmers making 
this shift won’t use as much 
mixed fertilizer and in many 
cases not over 250 pounds per 
acre. This is considerably 
under what is required for an 
acre of corn. If we take all 
of these figures into con- 
Sideration, additional fer- 
tilizer might be available in 
1975. John Wallace pointed 
out that last fall (a year ago) 
there was a lot of anxiety 
among farmers and a lot of 
scare and fear buying, but he 
said this has not happened 
this fall. 

Wallace and others dis- 
cussing the fertilizer situation 
pointed out that some of the 
local production in Alabama is 
being shipped to the midwest 
at the present time. For ex- 
amlipie, wiose tertiiizer con- 
cerns that do not have a ready 
market for it as soon as it is~ 
produced here in the state 
are selling to the midwest. I 
asked why more of this was 
not being stockpiled. He said

LOOKING FOR A

Today most hunters share 


a common problem. It is be- 
coming increasingly difficult 


“to find good places to hunt. 


Public hunting is available on 
state game management areas 
and a few other areas, but too 
often these are not conven- 
iently located. 

Two important reasons for 
the apparent shortages of 
game land are changes in land- 
use and changes in the land- 
owner’s attitude toward hun- 
ters. Thousands of acres of 
land have been converted from 
small farms or woodland to 
pasture or pine plantations. A 
great deal of excellent game 
land still exists but is un- 
available to most hunters

Speaking of prices for next 
year, just about all of the ex- 
perts agree that prices have 
increased over last year; and 
they will be increasing again 
soon and may increase even 
more as we get into 1975 
Prices for all fertilizer ma- 
terials are increasing, but this 
is especially true for phos- 
phate. Phosphate dealers in 
this country are exporting a 
lot of phosphate and this ex- 
port price has almost doubled 
in the past year. In many 
cases phosphate producers 
won't sell to you unless you 
have a contract with them. 


Potash supplies from Can- 
ada and New Mexico are in- 
creasing. Canada is our prin- 
cipal source of potash. The 
Canadian government controls 
the production and price of 
potash All of the work in 
the Canadian potash mines is 
done by Canadian labor, and 
this makes the cost of potash 
higher. 


The new requirements by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency are-also affecting the 
price of fertilizer. I have not 
paid much attention to this in 
the past several months, but 
evidently it is going to be a 
big factor in the future. One 
of the panelists from Missis- 
sippi Chemical Corporation 
pointed out that the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency is 
requiring them to build a dike 
around their Pascagoula, Mis- 
sissippi, plant, The environ- 
mentalists will not allow a 
drop of water from this plant 
area to go into the ocean 
Someone said that'this dike 
along is going to cost $50 mil- 
lion. All of these things fig- 
ure into the cost of fertilizer 

The Mississippi Chemical 
Corporation is seeking new 
sources of potash. They ex- 
pect to get one-third of their 
requirements out of New Mex- 


ico. This company is making 
plans to become self-suffi- 
cient in potash production. 


One official said, ‘‘Five years 
from now we hope to have addi- 
tional plants and stocks of 
potash available.’’ 

From all I could gather, it 
appears that 1975 production 
inputs may be very similar to 
production costs in 1974 ex- 
cept that I expect many, many 
items of production to be high- 
er. Just about everyone I 
talked to -- farmers, agri- 
businessmen, manufacturers 
and others -- share this view. 
It is becoming apparent though 
at this point that the severity 
o! any fertilizer shortage is 
going to depend heavily on 
crops farmers plant. I’m con- 
vinced Coffee County farmers 
should talk with their sup- 
pliers now about their tenta- 
tive fertilizer needs.

The New Fangled - Gang Explores Pea River 


One day recently, just be- 
fore the end of Fall Quarter, 
at Troy State, between Huma- 
nities Class and Kinesiology, 
an idea was born - parented 
by four students who wanted a 
little excitement - and also, 
in the words of one - ‘‘to 
familiarize ourselves withthe 
surrounding area; to observe 
the local flora and fauna, and 
to prove to our friends and 
relatives that we could rough 
it in the cold.’’ (The tempera- 
ture dropped to 25 onthetrip.) 

Thus, on Monday morning, 
December 2, at 9:00 a.m., the 
plan became reality as the four 
set out on their Indian-like 
journey down the Pea River. 
The four - Randy Sellers and 
Don Smith from Newton; David 
Collins from Dothan; and Ken- 
neth English from Woodland 
Grove Community near Elba - 
put in at the river bridge be- 
tween Brundidge and Clio. 

The Pea River rises in 
Bullock County, just east of 
Union Springs; it flows in 
southwesterly, southerly, and 
easterly directions to enter 
the Choctawhatchee River be- 
low Geneva. Total length is 
128 miles; it passes through 
Pike, vuie, Coffee and Geneva, 
and runs between Pike & Bar- 
bou.. 

The explorers had loader 
their two boats with stove, 
sleeping bags, extra clothes, 
cards, transistor 
radio, gas lantern, food, and 
other ‘‘necessities.”’ 


Their plan was to exist 
on Pringles Potato Chips and 
their bounty from kills in the 
forest.

Pow- 
dered chocolate milk and pow- 
dered orange juice mixes pro- 
vided their drinking fare. 

The ole Pea got swift at 
times, too, and once one of 
the boats and its occupants 
went adrift “‘in the rapids 
of the Pea’’ into a fallen tree 
top, and their companions had 
to rescue them with a long 
rope. But they were not 
afraid -- they were not wor- 
ried -- they just smiled and 


said ‘‘Pass the Pringles, 
please."’ 
The river-goers paddled 


during» the day, stopping at 
Noon for a quick meal -they 
had some baked sweet pota- 
toes and Irish potatoes for 
variety - and stopped about 
3:00 p.m. to make camp. 


“We built a fire each night 
and a lean-to from saplings, 
binding it together with rope,”’ 
Said Ken, ‘‘and we were as 
snug as four bugs in a rug -- 
éven though there were icicles 
hanging from the trees the next 
morning!”’ 

They ‘‘laundered’”’ their 
clothes one night, and hung 
them in the trees -- came the 
dawn - there they were - fro- 
zen stiff. 

Dishes were 
the sand.’’ 

Ken said he was up about 
5:00 a.m. each morning, but 
the others “‘slept late, while 
I went out hunting.” 

They did: have an exciting 
beaver hunt the second day -- 
they were ‘‘drifting along non- 
chalantly, when suddently a 
beaver slid into the water.”’ 
They began to look forward 
to the delicacy of roasted 
beaver tail, but that beaver

And 
we did have a _ transistor 
radio - until we left it outside 
the lean-to one night and it 
froze up!” 

Thus, paddling down the 
river, rounding the bends on 
the strains of ‘‘Oh Christmas 
Tree,’’and filling the river’ 
trail with carefree banter, the 
four arrived at the three, 
bridges on. Highway 167, 
on Thursday, Dec- 
ember 6, about 11:00 a.m. 
They hauled up their canoes, 
unloaded their gear and called 
it a trip - but with plans to 
follow the river to its final 
destination at some future 
time. For now, though, each 
particular duty of life called, 
and their journey down the Pea 
River had ended.

there 1s still another way 
to gain access to good hunt- 
ing on private lands, but it 
costs money. We pay fees 
to play golf, to see a movie, 
or for most other forms of re- 
creation; so why not pay a 
fee to hunt? 

Dove hunting especially 
lends itself to fee hunting. 
You can get a group of dove 
hunters to chip in and renta 
field from a landowner. If 
you have the equipment and 
time, you may want to plant 
the dove field yourself. The 
landowner can be paid to ei- 
ther prepare the field or to 
leave a portion of crops such 
as corn, peanuts, or grain 
sorghum. Some landowners 
plant a dove field and charge 
hunters a fee on a first-come 
first-served basis. Feehunt- 
ing can also be applied to daily 
hunts for all of our small 
and large game animals. 

Remember - if you re- 
quest access to someone's 
property and the answer is 
no - don’t lose your temper! 
After all, the landowner did not 
create the problems. Vandals 
and inconsiderate hunters 
have made it difficult for the 
sportsman, and we should do 
everything possible to disas- 
sociate ourselves from their 
~undesirable image.

Council Tuesday night to in- 
form the Council of current 
Board plans and answer other 
questions posed by the coun- 
cilmen not serving on the 
Board. 

Hayes first presented a 
prepared statement which 
was followed by questions of 
a general nature and also 
questions about the planned 
increase in electric rates. 

The statement by Hayes 
was as follows: 

‘Why is the water works 
and electric board in exis- 
tence? Some of these reasons 
are as follows: 

The Board is required by 
the holders of the bonds under 
which the system is mort- 
gaged. One of the Board’s 
first obligations is to insure 
the payment of the principal 
and interest on outstanding 
bonds. 

High on the priority list, 
the Board.is obligated to the 
bond holders to keep the uti- 
lity in such condition so that 
the system does not deterio- 
rate to a point where the 
return onthe investment is en- 
dangered by the system’s in- 
ability to function effectively. 

Very important is the 
Board’s obligation to its bond- 
holders and its customers, to 
insure a long term source of 
elctrical power and water

man said the outlook was good 
both for maintaining existing 
army bases in Alabama and 
for construction projects over 
the next five years. Cooper 
said that the army hopes to

In addition, the City re- 
‘veives approximately 978,040 
KWH per year for street light- 
ing, traffic lights and sewer 
pump operations. At whole- 
sale cost this approximates 
$5,232.51 per year. Thisdoes 
not include athletic field light- 
ing or recreational field light- 
ing which is not metered and 
accounted for, nor any main- 
tenance on these lighting sys- 
tems which is a staggering 
sum. Alsothe Board furnishes 
all labor and material for the 
upkeep of 14 sewer lift sta- 
tions. These lift stations re- 
quire seven days per week 
observations and daily main- 
tenance on each station to 
insure that sewage is moved 
properly. The expense on the 
Board for this operation alone 
will amount to approximately 
$18,000.00 per year and is 
accounted for as electrical 
maintenance on the electri- 
cal system. The Board has 
no revenue at all to offset 
these expenses and actually 
pays this expense as part of 
electrical maintenance ex- 
pense which in turndigs deep- 
er into the operating margin 
in the present electrical rate 
structure. 

A realistic look at the 
AVERAGE benefits received

Reports From Boards 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night, handling only 
routine business and hearing 
reports from two city boards. 

The Elba Hospital Board 
and the hospital administrator 
attended the meeting at the 
request of the Council. The 
purpose of their appearance 
was to report on the Board’s 
attempts to secure an addi- 
tional doctor for Elba. Ap- 
pearing before the Council 
were Board Chaii‘man Drexel 
Cook, Administrator Jim 
Nichols and Dr. and Mrs. 
J. M.Kimmey. 

They told the Council of 
several attempts to secure 
additional doctors and why 
these efforts failed. Whenthe 
Council was told these efforts 
were continuing, the group ex- 
pressed willingness to help in 
any way necessary. 

The City Council then 
heard an extensive report 
from the Light and Water 
Board. This appearance had 
been requested by Council- 
man Charles Ellis, who is not 
a member of the Light and 
Water Board and wanted addi- 
tional information about the 
operation of the Board and the 
proposed rate increase. 

Appearing from the Board 
were Chairman Charles Hayes 
Ill, Oscar Vaughan Jr. and 
Superintendent Owen Ziglar. 
Other members are Mayor 
Sam Sawyer, Councilmen Ben 
Carpenter and John W. Sharp- 
less. The prepared statement 
presented by Hayes is printed 
elsewhere on this page. 

The Council approved two 
resolutions authorizing the 
mayor to request an advance 
from HUD to plan and prepare 
for the implementation of the 
Community Development Pro- 
gram, and another resolution 
allowing the mayor to execute 
all legal instruments on behalf 
of the City and HUD. 

Police Chief Johnston an- 
nounced the approval ofa 
$1300 LEPA grant to Elba for 
the purchase of an additional 


camera and a complete dark+ - 


tions - 23,232.51 
Total average per year - 
-$91,467.71 


This figure in no way in- 
cludes such expense aS ma- 
terials or labor for day-to- 
day maintenance of the City’s 
street lighting system, airport 
lighting or traffic lighting, nor 
does it include the cost of 
energy to light the athletic 
field and two recreational 
fields. 

Rates -Past - Present-Future 

In the past 27 years the 
Board has had to raise its 
rates on electrical power one 
(1) time. This was in 1972 
and was the direct result of a 
wholesale rate increase of ap- 
proximately 40%. The Board 
raised its overall rate by 24% 
and just passed through the 
wholesale cost increase. No 
consideration was given for 
fuel cost escalation or the 
escalated cost of doing busi- 
ness as a result of inflation. 
In the past 21 months the Board 
has absorbed $56,022.36 in 
additional fuel cost that hasin 
no way been passed on to its 
consumer. The Board has ab- 
sorbed the escalated cost of 
doing business, which would 
amount to at least 30%, in- 


crease in the cost of mater- 
ial and supplies. Mayoritems 
such as poles, transformers, 
conductors, pipe fittings 
(copper, brass and aluminum) 
not only have been in short 


supply but have increased in

Mayor Sawyer reported to 
the Council on his recent 
meeting of the Board of the 
Southeast Alabama Gas Dis- 
trict and gave estimates on 
the announced rate increase 
from the Gas District. 

The Council approved a 
motion to re-advertise for 
bids on police cars with some 
changes in the wording on the 
bid request. Councilman 
Ronnie Vaughan noted that the 
previous wording presented a 
hardship to out-of-town auto 
dealers wishing to bid on the 
cars. Under the new wording, 
the successful bidder must 
still be responsible for getting 
the car from Elba to the deal- 
er’s shop and back to Elba - 
but only on warranty work. 

The Council declined to 
change their vote on donating 
$100 to the Pilot’s Club 
Christmas program, but the 
Mayor and four councilmen 
donated $10 eachtothe project 
and promised to help gather 
the other $50. 

Bills for the month tot- 
aled $3,807.57, down consid- 
erably from previous months. 

After adjourning, the 
Council quickly went back into 
session to consider one item of 
business only. This was to ap- 
prove the borrowing of $14,000 
from local banks to pay for re- 
pairs to the sewer system in 
the lagoon area. A request to 
FHA for a grant or loan had 
not been productive, Mayor 
Sawyer told the Council. He 
said the grant was out.anda 
loan of that amount would cost 
more to set up than the City 
could save over doing business 
with a local bank.

Presently we are facing 
another wholesale rate in- 
our supplier 
(AEC) of 49%. This is the 
result of Alabama Power 
Company's 70% wholesale rate 
increase to AEC. The Board’s 
consultant is presently ana- 
lyzing our rate structure, and 
will in January propose a new 
electrical base rate for the 
Board’s consideration. This 
rate will not contain any fuel 
cost adjustment but consid- 
eration is being given to a 
pass-through provision in the 
rate in order that the Board 
may pass to the consumer the 
amount of excess fuel cost 
charged on the monthly whole- 
sale power bill. The new rate 
proposal will be designed tak- 
ing into consideration the cost 
of whelesale power, the am- 
ount needed to pay principal 
and interest on bonds at pre- 
sent level, the amount needed 
for future operating and main- 
tenance, and anamount neces- 
sary to provide future capi- 
tal requirements for future 
additions to the system. The

Commissioners To 
Repair Courthouse 


The Coffee County Com- 
missioners met Friday morn- 
ing in a special session. The 
main order of business was to 
approve repairs to the Elba 
courthouse as recommended 
by recent Grand Juries and by 
courthouse officials. The 
main items approved were re- 
pair to roof top leaks and 
seepage of water through walls 
of the courthouse. The com- 
missioners plan to apply tothe 
Alabama Historical Commis- 
sion for assistance (Federal 
grants of 50-50 matching funds 
are available to preserve his- 
torical sites and/or build- 
ings.) 

The commissioners orig- 
inally discussed a major over- 
haul of the Elba courthouse 
under the matching fund plan. 
This was estimated to cost

new rate to be charged MUST 
include an amount for the City 
if it is to be given without 
jeopardizing the physical 
well-being of the Water and 
Electric System. Future plan- 
ning of the Board and the 
Council must be in line with 
generated revenue from the 
System if either are to sur- 
vive the rigors of the inflated 
economy. The Water and 
Electric Board must have 
some knowledge of what the 
Council wants in the way of 
funds from the Board inorder 
to program the rates for the 
return to be generated. Then 
the Board must take into con- 
sideration the ultimate con- 
sumer, those who pay the bill, 
and keep the rates at the 
LOWEST possible charge to 
provide funds for their fu- 
ture service. 

What does the future hold? 
No one knows exactly - we wish 
we had a crystal ball. We do 
know this: continued increase 
in the price of coal, oiland gas 
will continue to increase the 
cost of power as a result of 
higher generation cost. We 
also know that electrical 
energy is the most efficient, 
and can be applied to more ap- 
plications than any other ener- 
gy knownatthistime. We know 
that our cooperative mem- 
bership in AEC provides Elba 
with the best source of long- 
term power known to us. The 
alternative would be to pay 
Alabama Power Company 20% 
more at wholesale than we will 


$250,000, and the commis- 
sioners felt they couldn't 
afford to put up their part of 
this amount, and therefore 
opted for the minimum repairs 
to the exterior of the building. 

In other action Friday, the 
commissioners approved pay- 
ment of $20,000 to Walden- 
Lunsford Construction Com- 
pany for repairs to county 
buildings. 

Also the Commission voted 
to request bids on a $250,000 
loan to the county to pay for 
the property reappraisal.

association with AEC in- 
sures AEC almost unlimited 
financing ability for future 
generation and transmission 
facilities through the REA. 
We know that companies like 
the Southern Company, the 
holding corporation for Ala- 
bama Power, Georgia Power, 
Florida power, and Mississi- 
ppi Power Companies, are 
very hard pressed topaytheir 
present operating expenses 
and they cannot sell bonds for 
capital improvements needed 
for their future load require- 
ments, The future of the pri- 
vately owned utility looks very 
dark while the future of the 
cooperatives and municipals 
that are coop members looks 
some brighter in years ahead. 

The Water Works and El- 
ectric Board is proudto serve 
the people of Elba. Our em- 
ployees are dedicated to the 
proposition of providing ser- 
vice 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, 52 weeks out of 
the year. When the power 
goes off, we will be there,

or dry. We will take what 
we have to do with and do the 
very best we can for our cus- 
tomers. We will endeavor to 
provide the citizens of Elba a 
continual source of electrical 
power and water in sufficient 
quantity and quality that they 
won't have to boil their drink- 
ing water or curtail its use; 
that they can use all of their 
electrical appliances at one 
time; and that our manufact- 
uring concerns in Elba can 
turn onthe power without being 
afraid of a blackout and not 
being able to operate at full 
capacity for long periods of 
time. After all, that’s our 
job in a nut shell.’’ 

Following the presentation 
of the statement by Hayes, one 
of the questions asked was 
‘After the rate increase, how 
much money can the City ex- 
pect to receive from the 
Board?’’ Hayes answered the 
question, posed by Council- 
man Charles Ellis, by explain- 
ing that before settling on the 
actual rate increase, the 
Board needed the City Coun- 
cil to say how much the City 
expected from the Board inthe 
form of cash each month 

Ellis then voiced his opin- 
ion that he didn’t feel the coun- 
cil could or should set a fig- 
ure until it knew how muchthe 
Board was going to increase 
rates to pay the increased cost 
of operation. No decision was 
reached or even discussed 
further concerning Board 
funds for the City.
